It was with shocked disbelief that the students of Macdonald 
College heard of the death of Bill Hodgins at the Montreal Neu- 
rological Institute shortly after noon on Monday, October 19. 
Although he had been rushed to the hospital early Monday morning, 
everyone hoi)od that he would soon be back on the campus in 
good health. 

William Roy Hodgins came to Macdonald College from 
Shawville, Quebec in 1956 and entered the degree courses in 
Agriculture. Ill health forced him to discontinue his studies at 
tlie end of his Sophomore year, and he joined his father's business 
in Shawville. However, all his friends were happy to see him 
return this year and take up where he had left off.

The Morgan Arboretum was 
established in 1947 by a gift of the 
Morgan family to McGill Uni- 
versity. Its operations are directed 
by Dr. W. H. Brittain, former 
Vice Pruicipal at xMacdonald Col- 
lege and the Dean of the F'aculty 
of Agriculture. The Arboretum's 
primary objectives are the scienti- 
fic study of woodlots, and their 
management for continuous pro- 
duction. The collection of growing 
specimens of fanada, and the most 
complete in Canada, and will be- 
come even more valuable as the 
rees become more mature. The 
sugar-bush is the only experiment- 
al sugar bush attached to a re- 
search institution in Quebec. 

The work of the Arboretum is 
supported financially by donations 
rom the pulp and paper industry 
as well as many other organiza- 
tions and individuals who are in- 
terested in woodlot preservation 
and production in Eastern Can- 
ada^ The work of Dr. Brittain and 
of A, R. C. Jones, of t}v- Dr^K^rt- 
cnt of Woodlot V. 
-Itched with intei\ 
groups, who feel that the Arbare- 
tum s contribution can solve some 
of the problems of the Quebec 
forest mdustry. The Canadian In- 
ternational Paper Company's mill 
at Hawkesbury for instance de- 
pends for at least half of its pulp- 
wood on the woodlots of farmers 
of the area in consequence, the 
efficient management of these wood- 
'o s to give sustained yields is of 

and the farmers. The study pro- 
jects and demonstrations under- 
^ken are designed to point out the 
benefits of good management and 
selective cutting in increased 
profits; and are built around the 
concept of treating trees as a per en - 
n al group which responds to fer- 
i izers and to good management 
just as does a hay or pasture field 
It is hoped that the work of the 
Arboretum will help to end the 
practice of clear-cutting which ir- 
reparably destroys many of Que- 
bec s woodlots each year. In its 
A u!!'"'^ operations, the 

Arboratum markets about $10 000 
worth of ply-wood logs, pulpwood 
and firewood each year. 

The collection of Canadian trees 
involves not only all of the native 
forest trees of Canada, but also as 
many of the trees used for wind 
breaks, and the shrubs for land- 
scaping purposes as will thrive in 
our climate. Hybrid poplais, a new 
development in the forestry field 
are featured in one section of the 
Arboretum, as are all of the dif- 
ferent pines, spruces, larches, and 
firs that have economic or scienti- 
fic interest here or in other coun- 
tries. Approximately 100 acres has 
been re-forested to pure and mixed 
stands of commercial types. 

The Botanist, either amateur or 
professional finds the Arboretum 
a fascinating and surprising source 
of material, as a result of the un- 
disturbed ecological environment 
that is characteristic of these 
woods. Not only the students in 



"Botany Trail" with name scores 
of the different species (including 
Poison Ivy!) has given pleasures 
to hundreds including the delegates 
to the IX International Botanical 
Congress who met at Montreal this 
summer. 

The sugar-bush comes into its 
own at the time of the sugaring 
off parties in the spring. The high- 
light of the season is the McGill 
Graduates annual party, at which 
as many as two thousands happy 
and sticky children and parents en- 
joy Bob Watson's tafly-on-snow. 
The sugar bush is a seriously man- 
aged operation, not designed mere- 
ly for pleasure. It has been found 
for instance that almost the same 
production has been obtained from 
2500 buckets on the same trees to 
which 4000 used to be attached. 
In 1959, a plastic pipeline system 
was compared for the first time at 
the Arboretum with the tradi- 
tional buckets, but judgment is 
being delayed on their relative 
merits until more experience has

An increasing number of the 
residents of Montreal and of the 
Lakeshore are enjoying the quiet 
walks and the vistas of the Arbor- 
etum each year — on week-ends 
pa/t.cularly large numbers of 
families spend an hour or two 
walking through what is undoub- 
tedly one of the few unspoiled 
areas of woodland on the Island 
of Montreal. Many of these are 
very enthusiastic members of the 
Morgan Arboretum and woodland 
Development Association which 
helps the Arboretum financially in 
its undertakings. 

The threat of a major six lane 
highway through the Arboretum 
loomed on the horizon in the sum- 
mer of 1958, when the Metropol- 
itan Commission announced that its 
was considering a number of al- 
ternate routes. The towns and 
parishes concerned, together With 
College representatives, met on a 
number of occasions to discuss the 
matter and each has made repre- 
sentations to the Commission and 
to the Government. The matter 
concerns not only the Metro- 
politan Commission which will de- 
termine the route on the Island, 
but also the Department of Public 
Works which must build the 
bridges and the Department of 
Highways, since the road will be 
the route of Highways 2 and 17 
to Toronto and Ottawa. 

The College representation, Dr. 
Dion, stressed not only the im- 
portance of the Arboretum in a 
scientific way, but also with re- 
spect to its valuable contribution 
to the pulp and paper and forestry 
industries of the Province. The 
Arboretum must be preserved be- 
cause of its unique character as one 
of the only tracts of woodland 
open to the public on the Island, 
and the only one of this magnitude 
on the Western end of the Island.

One of the most controversial books to appear in the book 
stores since 1900 is "Lady Chatterley's Lover", by D. H. Law- 
rence. By means of a court order this book has been band from 
many States, Provinces, and Countries. On the other hand it 
has been praised as a masterpiece of writing. 

Briefly, it is the story of the love affairs of a woman whose 
husband, due to an accident during The War, is unable to 
satisfy her sexual needs. It is a story of metaphore as she de- 
scribes her inner feelings throughout her life. This is not the 
first time that such an incident has happened, but it is one of 
the few times that it has been put, so completely, on paper. 

This is not written in the cheap language so common to 
die "paper-back" novel. The author has chosen his words well 
to express the intimate emotions of the people involved. If one 
were to consider the language as it is used to-day tfiere may be 
reason to call it filth. But, in the same breath let us consider 
Qiaucer, Shakespere, and other authors or poets who have been 
held up as literary giants. We have come to accept these men 
as geniuses, but, have we considered Lawrence in the same 
light. To condemn a man on the basis of our flighty social 
standards, without justifiable reason, is only showing the 
immaturity that we have reached. 

I do not wish to plead a case for or against Lawrence. 
I just ask you to form your own opinions after careful exam-

Beneath the southern corridors of Stewart Hall, so 
obliviously traversed by -countless young residents, you will 
find the centre of much extremely significant activity. This 
basement beehive houses the Extension Services Dept. of 
Macdonald College, initiated over twenty years ago as the 
Adult Education Service. 

the dill from the opposite side of 
the door heralds the Multilith 
Dept. Here innumerable papers 
and pamphlets are run off every 
day for circulation. Flanking these 
rooms are the offices of the Que. 
Women's Institute, the Sect, of the 
Que. Farm Forum, and the agri- 
cultural field man. While the first 
two are theoretically indepedent of 
Ext. Services, they all co-operate 
closely and in reality work as an 
integrated group. 

Apart from running these offices 
the Dept. organizes the College 
Evening Courses, now boasting an 
enrollment of 460 eager souls in 
classes ranging from handicrafts to 
psychology. It is also in charge of 
the McLennan Travelling Library, 
which in 1958 had a circulation 
of 45,000 books. This library ser- 
vices much of Que. by post, freight 
and bookmobile — the latter vehi- 
cle visiting 64 points in the Eastern 
Townships. 

Six community schools offering 
evening classes have been set up 
throughout the Townships, and 
during the summer there are cour- 
ses given at Macdonald for Junior 
Farmers and agronomes. Camp 
Laquemac, a nine day leadership 
training project, is held during 
July or August in co-operation 
with Laval Un. This partnership 
has added a valuable bi-cultural 
character to the summer school. 

Another task handled by the 
Ext. Dept. is the publication of a 
monthly magazine — "The Mar- 
donald Farm Journal".

"THE UNWANTED MEN

Most of the unwanted men of our society are locked up 
behind bars, but there are still a few whose costumes are be 
fitting, but their position in the world of spots gives them 
authority. 



Referees are the most unpopular 
men in the world. During every 
game we observe the hostility and 
resentment directed at them by the 
crowd. For one to say that the 
crowd's claims of unfairness were 
unjustified would be making a 
gross understatement. Referees 
are generally unbiased; however, 
they are human and do often make 
mistakes and fall into the habit of 
watching the public **bad guy" on 
the team a little closer than any- 
one else. 

The control of the game is in 
*hf> hands of the referee. He must 
be firm in his judgment, but should 
also be willing to be overruled by 
a higher official, or convinced of 
his mistake by the team captains. 
The changing of a decision by the 
referee is, by some, thought to be a 
sign of a weak referee. We dis- 
agree — a referee in the course 
of a game will make a dozen mis- 
takes. By this we mean he may 
make one or two wrong calls, and 
maybe miss at least a half a 
dozen penalties that should be 
called. 

The crowd seldom misses one 
of these mistakes, but the crowd is 
biased, and only yells at the ref- 
eree when he misses the penalties 
against the home team. This great 
brunt of screams and yells general- 
ly has some influence in his judg- 
ment in certain sports. Hockey is 
one. 

Several hockey players have 
mentioned the reason that a team 
generally does better at home, is 
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that the crowd keeps the referee 
honest, or should we say, slightly 
more honest to their side. In 
football, however, there is not often 
as much pressure on the referee. 
Twice in football games we have 
seen decisions changed right on the 
field, without the crowd even 
murmuring. Once was in a World 
Championship game where Detroit 
played Cleveland : a T.D. was call- 
ed back after being signaled as 
one. It was back ready for the 
kickoff that the field judge game 
running onto the field, had a re- 
ferees' conference, and reversed 
the decision — no T.D. and penal- 
ized Detroit. The second incident 
was here at Mac in Saturday's 
game against Bishops — the re- 
feree called an illegal blocking pen- 
alty, but when he was reminded 
that the pass was caught behind 
the line of scrimage, he reversed 
his decision, calling off the penalty. 

In neither of these cases did the 
crowd storm the referee ; therefore, 
we feel that these poor "unwanted 
men" are really not the most hor- 
rible creatures alive, always try- 
ing to make life miserable for the 
hom eteam; but they are really 
human beings like you and I, 
people that make mistakes, but are 
trying to do their very best. For 
these selected few, we feel sorry. 
We often wonder if some of the 
people who heckle the referee have 
ever tried to call a game. We are 
sure if they tried, they would soon 
have a tone of sympathy for the 
"poor old ref".
